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THE PILGRIMS 


By Edward Everett: Erom the dark 
portals of the Star Chamber, and in 
the stern text of the Acts of Uni-| 
formity, the Pilgrims received a com- 
mission more efficient than any that 
ever bore the royal seal. Their ban- 
ishment to Holland was fortunate; 
the decline of their little company 
in the strange land was fortunate; 
the difficulties which they expéri- 
enced in getting the royal consent 
to banish themselves to this wilder- 
ness were fortunate; all the tears 
and heart-breakings of that ever-mem- 
orable parting at Delfthaven had the 
happiest influence on the rising des- 
tinies of .New England. All this 
purified the ranks of the settlers. 
These rough touches. of fortune 
brushed off the light, uncertain, sel- 
fsh spirits. They made it a grave, 
solemn, selfdenying expedition, and 
required thoSe who engaged in it to 
be so-teo. They cast a broad shad- 
ow of thought and” seriousness over 
the cause, and if this sometimes 
@eepened into melancholy and bit- 
terness, can we find no apology for 
such a human weakness? 

Methinks I see it now, that one 
solitary, adventurous vessel, the May- 
flower of a forlérn hope, freighted 
with the prospects of a future state, 
and bound across the unknown sea, 
I behold it pursuing, with a thou- 
sand misgivings, the uncertain, the 
tedious voyage. Suns rise and set, 
weeks and months pass, and winter 
surprises them on the deep, but 
brings them not the sight of the 
wished-for shore. I see them now 
scantily supplied with provisions; 
crowded almost to suffocation in 
their ill-stored prison; delayed by 
calms, pursuing a circuitous route, 
and now driven in fury before the 
raging tempest, on the high and 





giddy waves. The awful voice of the 
storm howls through the rigging. 
The laboring masts seem. straining 
trom their base; the dismal sound of 
the pumps is heard; the ship leaps, 
as it were, madly, from billow to 
billow; the ocean breaks and sats 
tles with engulfing floods over the 
floating deck, and beats with deaden- 
ing, shivering weight against the 
staggered vessel. I see them, es- 
caped from these perils, pursuing 
their all but desperate undertaking, 
and landing at last, after five months’ 
passage, On the ice-clad rocks at Ply- 
mouth, weak and weary from the 
voyage, poorly armed, scantily pro- 
visioned, depending on the charity of 
their ship-master for a draught of 
beer on board, drinking nothing but 
water on shore, without shelter, with- 
out means, surrounded by hostile 
tribes. 

Shut now the volume of history, 
and tell me, on any principle of hu- 
man probability, what shall be the 
fate of this handful of adventurers. 
Tell me, man of military science, in 
how many months were they all 
swept off by the thirty savage tribes 
enumerated within the early limits 
of New England? Tell me, politi- 
cian, how long did this shadow of 
a colony, on which your conventions 
and treaties had not smiled, languish 
on the distant coast? Student of 
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Fae compare for me the baffled 
projects, the deserted settlements, 
the abandoned adventures of other 
times and find the parallel of this. 
Was it the winter’s storm beating on 
the homeless heads of women and 
children? Was it hard labor and 
spare meals? Was it disease? Was 
it the tomahawk? Was it the deep 
malady of a blighted hope, a ruin- 
- ed enterprise, and a broken heart, 
, aching in its last moment at the 
| recollection of the loved and left be- 
| yond the sea? Was it some, or all 
ot these united, that hurried this for- 
| saken company to their melancholy 
| fate? 

And is it possible that neither of 
| these causes, that not all combined, 
lw ere able to blast this bud of hope? 
Is it possible that from a beginning 
so feeble, so frail, so worthy, not so 
'much of admiration as of pity, there 
-;has gone forth a progress so steady, 
a growth so wonderful, an expansion 
so ample, a reality so important, a 
promise, yet to be fulfilled, so glo- 
rious? . 





| “THIRD PARTY” TALK 


The favorite indoor sport of the 
imaginative writers of political “dope’ 
for the magazines and newspapers at 
present is planning “splits” in the 
Republican ‘party, and  Jlaunching 
“third” parties. They are succeed- 
ing in scaring a good many people, 
anxious for the success of the Ke- 
publican party, by handling the facts 
rather carelessly and inventing all 
sorts of theories as to the terrible 
things that are likely to happen at 
and immediately. after the approach- 
ing Republican national convention. 

The third party we have always 
had with us. Nearly every campaign 
since the Civil War has witnessed 
the exploitation not merely of third 
parties, but of fourth, fifth, and even 
sixth and seventh parties. History 
is repeating itself this year in the 
discussion of minor parties, new and 
old. These movements never have 
landed anywhere. The only third 
party movement that ever reached 
the point where it was seriously con- 
sidered as a contender for national 
control was the Progressive party in 
1912; and that, really;~was not a 
third party, but a division of the Re- 
publican party which later returned 
to the parent organization. 

No man or movement now existing 
has the shadow of a chance of caus- 
ing serious embarrassment or threat- 
ening the defeat of the Republican 
party through the launching of a 
third. party. Any such movement, on 
the contrary, would be more likely 
to inerease than to decrease the 
prospect of Republican success.—Na- 
tional Republican. 


THE CHICAGO CONVENTION 


The Republican National Conven- 
tion, which will open at Chicago on 
June &th, will he the fifth consecu- 
tive Republican convention held in 
the great middle west metropolis. 
Roosevelt was nominated in Chicago 
in 1904, and the Republicans have 
named their standard bearers there 
ever since. The convention of 1920 
will be perhaps the most Interesting 
in the history of the Republican par- 
ty, with several strong contenders 
for the presidency and elements of 
uncertainty in the situation which 
will keep the country doubtful as to 
the outcome of the balloting, in all 
probability, throughout the conven- 
tion. It is estimated that the att nd- 
ance at the 1920 convention will 
break all records, and that for en- 
thusiasm as well ag size it will touch 
high water mark in national con- 
vention history.—Ex.

MEMORIAL DAY — 
IN MANY LANDS 


From This Time There Will Be| 
Graves of Soldier Dead to 
Be Decorated Overseas. 


HMORIAL DAY this 
finds the thoughts of many 
Americans thousands of | 
miles away. With cinema- | 
like rapidity the principal Memorial ; 
day scene has changed from the 83 | 
national cemeteries, where tiny flags | 
decorate ‘nearly 400,000 graves to | 
France, where 76,247 of the flower of } 
American manhood lie buried in 2,342 | 
cemeteries. | 
Filling the ever-thinning-dines of | 
blue and gray is the migtity khaki- 
clad hosts of democracy.” There is the 
patriotic oratory by the foremost men, 
but this time by men tried by war. 
There is the usual booming of guns, , 
re-enforced this year by the blazing | 
artillery of the A. BE. F, 





year | 


But the significance of it all is, 
an almost international observance of | 
the great American Memorial day, 


For the first time graves of American 
soldiers, like monuments of democ- | 
racy, are found in rugged Scotland, in | 
quiet English churchyards, at Coblenz | 
in Germany, on the fey wastes of Si- | 
beria and in the fields of sunny Italy, | 
as well as on the slopes of Montfau- 
con and at Suresnes, in France, 

Suresnes, the great American cem- 
etery just outside of Paris, might be 
retained in perpetuity by the United | 
States for the purpose for which it 
was so generously given by the! 
French nation. It lies on the beautt- | 
ful slopes of Mont Valerien, sentinel- | 
ed by a historic fortress. Border- 
ing the curved frontage of its 18,000 
square meters runs a shady boulevard, 
which the municipality of Paris has | 
recently named “Boulevard Washing: 
ton.” 


The Seine Winds Past. 

From this spot of the sepulture one | 
overlooks the city of Suresnes, with 
the Seine winding past its doors, and 
the world-famous Bois de Boulogne, 
lying yet farther on down the gentle 
declivity toward the French capital. 
Writing to the mayor of Suresnes, 
Maj. Gen. H. L. Rogers, former quar: 


termaster of the A. FE, F., but now 
quartermaster general of the army 
said: 


“The commander-in-chief is deeply 
sensible of the touching devotion thus 
manifested by the people of the town 
of Suresnes, both In the donation of a 
place that shall be sacred to the mor- 
tal remains and the honored memory 
of our heroie dead and in the noble 
resolution to watch over their resting 
place.

A letter was prepared 
for the signature of the commander-in- 
chief, addressed to the French military 
mission, or the commanding general 
of the region, if tn the zone of the 
interior, asking for the allotme.. of 
whatever space was required. 

Inspect and Test Grounds. 

Commissions were then appointed by 
the French authorities, consisting of 
representatives of the engineers, sant- 
tary department, the prefect and the 
ministry of war, and the American 
authorities designated an American 
officer of the graves registration serv- 
jee as the fifth member of the com- 
mission, 
| The cominission inspected and test- 
ed the grounds, in. company with the 
municipal authorities, making recom- 
mendations upon which the ministry 
of war procured the ground for the 
French state and set {t aside for ap 
American cemetery, It is thereafter 
controled and administered entirely 
by the graves registration service. 

On the battle front space was 
chasen by the Ameriean commanding 
generals directly, or through an. ofli- 
cer of the graves registration service, 
However, the same procedure of ac- 
quisition was followed, the only dif- 
ference being that the emergencies of 
battle were met promptly, and the 
slower process of legal formalities ar- 
ranged afterward. 

Graves Given to the A. E. F. 

In many cases plots in French cem- 


| eteries have been given to the A .K. F. 


These include space for 25 to 500 or 
more graves. In (reat Britain the 
government provided ample cemetery 
space for American use and requested 
that the expense be borne by the Brit- 
ish people.

MOTOR FUEL SUPPLY SHORT 


Gasoline Cannot Re Relied On to Filt 
Demand—Alcoho! the Coming 
Power. 

Mineral ofls vary very much in thetr 
makeup. Those of Mexico ure particu- 
larly rich in the heavier Ingredients, 


, and are therefore excellently adapted 


for nse as fuel, The lighter oils yield 
more kerosene and gasoline. 

The prospect of gasoline supply of- 
fers some reason for anxiety. It has 
been Increased enormously within the 
last ten years, but the growth of the 
output has been only one-third as 
great as the growti of the automobile 
industry. There are onw 7,500,000 an- 
tomobiles in the United States; by the 
end of the present year there will be 
9,000,000. 

Nothing ts more certain than that 
the supply of gasoline will not keep 
We 
shall have to look to coal tar as a 
source of motor fuel. Already “ben- 
zl,” a by-product of the distillation of 
bituminous coal, is being used for this 
purpose in considerable quantities. An- 
other fuel available (if carburetors and 
cylinders are redesigned) is alcohol, 
which ean be obtained in unlimited

WINE GRAPES 





* Offers of $60 a ton for wine grapes 
on the vines are now being made in 
the Etiwanda and Cucamonga. re- 
gion. A buyer who is seeking to 
eontract for 1000 tons at that figure 
is now in the vineyard region. Price 
of $60 on the vines means $70 picked 
and in boxes ready for, shipment. 

. Uncertainty of the car situation 
and the attitude of the government 
on the shipment of wine grapes is 
not interfering in the demand in this 
county. Table grape growers here 
are not planning on any protest 
against the movement of wine grapes. 
In the Fresno region some of the 
table grape gfowers are protesting 
on the theory there will not be suf- 
ficient cars to handle the crop. The 
wine grape shippers can label their 
grapes as table grapes and precool 
them so they will not spoil en route 
and there is nothing in the law that 
can prevent the transportation, in 
the opinion of local grape men; it is 
reported federal inspectors may con- 
demn wine grapes which reach the 
market in a spoiled condition. In 
the old days it made no difference ‘if 
they were spoiled, because they went 
right into wine.

FINDINGS OF RAILROAD com- 


MIISION OF CALIFORNIA 

An order issued by the Railroad 

Commission authorizes the Pacific 
Electric Railway Company to remove 
approximately one mile of track on 
Sunnyside avenue, Clifton ‘venue, 
Serpentine Drive and Highland ave- 
nue in the city of Redlands. Service 
over the track was_ discontinued 
some time ago. 
. The Southern California * Raison Co. 
was authori¥ed by the Railroad Com- 
mission, in an order issued, to use 
the funds received from the sale of 
bonds authorized by the commission 
to reimburse its treasury for moneys 
expended for extensions, additions 
and betterments ,on refund deben- 
tures. The company’s reports show 
an expenditure of $2,385,827.86 for 
the acquisition’ and construction of 
properties and $1,977,000 to pay deb- 
entures. 

Depot facilities to cost not less 
than $4000 must be established by 
the Pacific Electric at its Canal ave- 
nue station, Wilmington, Los Ange- 
les, according to an order issued _by 
the Railroad Commission. Complete 
plans and specifications of the depot 
must be filed with the commission 
within 30 days. Declaring that the 


expenditure of this sum by the rail- 


way company will make possible ade- 
quate passenger facilities, the com- 
mission says: or

ADVICE TO LOCAL NIMRODS 

To those who have not had much 
luck so far this year on their fish- 
ing trips, the following method may 
be of benefit.

DETENTION CARS SHOWS START- 
LING RESULTS, SAYS REPORT 





Some startling results are obtained 
from an analysis of the official re- 
ports to the Pacific Car Demurrage 
Buréau for the months of February 
and March, 1920, and considering the 
‘serious car situation throughout the 
country, it may be ‘interesting to 
California shippers and receivers of 
freight to know how much their de- 
tention to cars is affecting the situa- 
tion. These figures refer to operp 
tions in, California only. 

During the month of. February, 
1920, there_were 131,448 cars report- 
ed’ to the bureau, an increase of 30.- 
178 cars over the same month last 
year. During the month of March, 
1920, there were reported 143,376 
cars, an increase of 32,365 cars ove 
the same month last year. These 
figures disclose the increase in the 
volume .of business. during these 
months. 

The next and most important item 
1920, 7303 cars were held beyond 
the free time. Considering that 48 
hours or two days’ free time after 
the first 7 a. m. after cars are spot 
ted by carriers are allowed for wn- 
loading, the figures seem almost un- 
believable, yet they are substantiated 
by the amount of demurrage charges 
assessed against delinquents. ’ 

During the month of February, 
1920, 7303 cars weer held beyond 
the free time, an increase of 46 per 
cent over, the same month the year 
previous and dutitnmg March, 8866 cars 
were held beyond the free time, an 
increase of 75 per cent over the same 
month the year previous. 

The demurrage crarges assessed 
by the bureau for the detention of 
cars in February, amounted to $38,- 
637, and in March to $8,615, or a to- 
tal of $97,252 for two months, equal 
to an annual charge of $583,512. 
These figures also represent a delay 
to equipment equal to 80,964 car days 
for the two months referred to. It 
is estimated that the, average ca- 
pacity of all cars in the United 
States is about 40 tons per car and 
it is also estimated that an increase 
of three tons per car over the pres- 
ent loading,’ which is about 56 per 
cent of the average capacity would 
wipe out the car shortage entirely. 
Chairman Clark of the Interstate 
ommerce Commission, in a_ recent 


Traffic League and the American 
Railroad Association, states that the 
public would have the use of 102,000 
additiénal cars through the saving of 
one hour per car each day. 

It is estimated that all the cars in 
the United States make an average 
daily mileage of 25 miles. If a sav- 
ing of one hour per day for each car 
would increase the supply’ by the ad-

the volume of business California 
shippers could move if they could 
save the 80,964 car days now lost by 
reason of detention to equipment?

TAL HIGHWAYS 





To facilitate the movement west- 
ward of Eastern .touring parties, 
work has been started. by the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern California in 
re-signposting of the great transcon- 
tinent highways. 

A crew from the club left the head- 
quarters this week for Kansas City 
for the purpose of making notes on 
the condition of the signs already in 
places and for additional signs which 
may -be needed. 

All highway signs to be placed will 
be of durable enameled metal and 
will carry mileage information as 
‘well as road directions. In the des- 
ert regions special signs will be erect- 
ed to guide motorists to the nearest 
water-holes and to advise traveling 
parties of desert dangers. 

Any recent changes in cross-coun- 
try routes will be carefully noted by 
the crew, in charge of Douglas 
Rhodes, for new maps to be issued 
by the Auto Club in the near future. 
This is the most extensive signpost- 
ing activity ever undertaken by any 
motoring organization in the world. 


The work will include the inspec- 


tion of branches of the Lincoln, High- 
way and the entire National Old 
Trails routes, both of which lead di- 
rectly. to. Southern California. Re- 
ports already received from the party 
ndicate that gasoline is obtainable in 
sufficient quantities all along the way 
to carry parties safely from point to 
point. 

Indications that ' transcontinental 
travel will be heavier toward Cali- 
fornia this season than. ever before 
are already apparent, it is stated. 
Several million dollars will be spent 
in this vicinity by the Bastern mo- 
toring parties on~ thelr way here 
now, says the club.
